TTie weight of the whole bullet prior to firing was approximately 160-161 grains ond that of the recovered 
bullet was 158.6 grains.**

“Referring to the President's neck wound and all the Governor's wounds. Dr. Dxiemian testified: T think 
the probability is very good that it is, thst all the wounds were caused by one bullet Both Dra. Dziemian and 
Olivier believed that the wound on the Governor'* wrist would have been more extensive had the bullet 
Which inflicted that injury merely passed through the Governor's chest exiting at a velocity of approximately 
1.500 feet per second. Thus the Governor’s Wrist wound suggested thst the bullet passed through the Pres- 
ident's neck, began to yaw in the air between the President and the Governor, and lost more velocity than 400 
feet per second in passing through the Governor's chest” 

page 107 in part:
